2) To sal sot from the existing Albanian guard company, 
from a saeond guard coipary now authorised, and possibly from a 
third guard company the following to be trained and returned to

3) To train the belenee of the 1*00 men in the two authorised 
guard companies and possibly 8 $0 additional men from a third company, 
In techniques of guerrilla warfare between 15 December 1951 and 
30 December 1952* Training would consist of twelve one-month 
30- man classes and wo ld be given in Germany. Training would be 
paralleled by a continuation of stockpiling of arms in Oreeee and 
by the acquisition of any arms required to complete the tA 
2,000 men*
